Hence self-in- 
terest should move the cities to extend 
their sympathy and financial support for 
the promotion ef the kind of education in 
rural communities which will make 
country life more attractive and pro- 
ductive. 

“The state, representing the com- 
munity as a whole, should use its power 
to advance agricultural education and 
encourage the skilful tilling of the soil. 
Everything should be done to keep the 
children on the farm, and train them for 
happy, contented and useful lives. The 
culture of the apple presents a mag- 
nificent opportunity for the development 
of rural sections.

Already it begins to be apparent that 
there will be a sharp contest in the next 
national convention between the friends 
of these men. A third factor will be 
the radical Bryan men of’the central 
West, who will watch that the party 
does not swing toward conservatism 
without a protest. 

Mr. Wilson seems likely, according to 
early reports, to have a majority of 
the delegates from the states -of the 
southern Atlantic seaboard. He will 
also be stronger than Mr. Harmon in the 


‘northern states east of the Alleghenies. 
| Governor Harmon will dispute the Dem- 


ocratic southwest with Mr. Wilson and 


‘perhaps have the lead in that section. 


He will also be expected to get more 
delegates than Mr. Wilson in the cen- 
tral West. What the. intermountain 
states and the Pacifie coast will do no- 
body pretends to know. 

The only leading Democrat 
who is not talking*either Mr. 
or Mr. Harmon is Champ Clark. 
is a supporter of Mr. Bryan and pre- 
sumably in faver, should such a thing 
be possible, of continuing the Democratic 
party as a radical organization. 

The presidential question will be one 
of great interest in Congress this winter. 
It will have the lead over everything 
else, and before the end of the session 
it is probable that the situation on the 
Democratic side will have been cleared 
up to some degree. 

As between Mr. Wilson and Mr. Har- 
mon the latter now Keems to be some- 
what in the lead, but the moment Wood- 
row Wilson makes good as Governor in 
New Jersey this advantage of Mr. Har- 
mon’s,.it is said, will disappear. Should 
the radical Bryan Democrats of the 
West be compelled to choose between 
Mr. Wilson and Mr. Harmon, the nom- 
ination of one of their own class being 
out of the question, the prevailing opin- 
ion here is that they will take the for- 
mer because he has no record in poli- 
tics. Governor Harmon has a record, 
and it is not satisfactory from the Bryan 
point of view. Wilson, so far as known, 
was “regular” in 1896. 

There is a good deal of sentiment in 
favor of naming both men on the Demo- 
cratic titket.

JAPAN IS :-TO USE 
CANAL TO SECURE 
AMERICAN TRADE 


Bernard N. Baker has 
received information from an authorita- 
tive source that the Royal Mail Packet 
Company of England has bought the Pa- 
cific Steam Navigation Company of South 
America and is making plans for mails 
subvention from England to Jamaica, and 
through the Panama canal to Valparaiso 
and Callao; and from New York to Callao 
and Valparaiso via the Panama canal. 

In addition to this enterprise, the Jap- 
anese have arranged to subsidize a line 
from Nev York to Callao and Valparaiso 
and have obtained a subsidy not only 
from their own, but from the, Peruvian 
government as well, with the avowed 
purpose of carrying American goods. 
.In order to maintain control of the 
trad?, Japan purposes, after learning the 
class of goods in demand, to produce the 
material in that country and send out 
the manufactured articles so that even- 
tually the orientals can drive the Ameri- 
cans out of their own territory. 

This last venture is regarded as the 
most formidable of any yet contem- 
plated.’ Already Japan has ordered the 
construetion of s2veral steamers capable 
of making 21 knots an hour, to be used 
exclusively in the South American trade.

to train pupils to see the opportunities 
at hand, ‘and prepare them for 
and successitul careers on the farm; 
has the work of the school been 
ficiently interesting to hold the majority 
of the children in school beyond the age 
of compulsory attendance. The yvoung 
people have lett the school able to read 
and write and cipher, but with no inter- 
est in agriculture, nor the slightest 
entific training for it. As a consequence, 
many a country boy is performing un- 
skilled labor in the city. 

“The industrial part of 
is to diffuse and strengthen the 
and knowledge which are making some 
men and women eminently, suecessful in 
the pursuit of agriculture. The social 
questions involved reach into almost 
every hase of human life. ‘These are 
the problems of rural education; here 
is the opportunity of the rural school. 

“Academic courses have magnified out 
of all due proportion the attractiveness 
and desirability of the professions. This 
is the correct explanation of the fact 
that only 14 per cent of the students in 
the agricultural schools of the United 
States are taking courses in agricul 
ture. 

“Among the results clearly in evidencé 
at this time of the attempts to empha- 
gize in school some of the fundamentals 
of life are better attendance; more rapid 
progress in regular studies: greater pub- 
lic interest in schools: added respect for 
woman's work, agriculture and manual 
labor. 

“Under the present law and standards 
the college dominates the high school. 
Courses of study and methods of instruc- 
tion conform to entrance requirements. 
This does not produce efficiency. 
eurriculum should be broadened, not 
stricted. New avenues of opportunity 
should be opened and none closed.

CHICAGO—Although work has been 
begun on the great central staircase off

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“CHOPIN IN VIENNA. 

Some recently discovered letters of 
Frederick Chopin are the subject of com- 
ment in the New York Sun of today. 
They are vouthful letters written by the 
composer when visiting Vienna in the 
summer in 1829 and again in the winter 
of 1830 and 1831. 

The letters of the first visit are to 
Chopin’s friend Titus. and they give an 
account of the writer’s first appearance 
before the Viennese as a pianist, At the 
Imperial opera house, where Wurfel was 
condugtor, the-young Pole played ‘in con-

No Drastic Legislation Is 
Anticipated, but Subject Is 
Convenient for Purposes of 
Operators on Bear Side. 


PRICES IRREGULAR 


Although it wa's not expected that any 
important legislation affecting corpora- 
tions or securities generally would be 


undertaken by the short session which 
opened today traders were inclined to re- 
gard the event with misgivings. They 
probably would have some other develop- 
ment to “view with alarm” in the_pres- 
ent bear market if Congress were not a 
handy subject.

Despite a de- 
crease of about 3 p-zr cent in car loadings 
of that month, New York Central shows 
a gain of a fraction over 1 per cent. in 
gross earnings. Baltimore & Ohio had 
already reported a gain of 4 per cent. in 
gross earnings for the same month, 

On the other hand, Pennsylvania and 
Reading both report losses in gross busi- 
ness of about 3 per cent. C&uses for 
varying tenor of these reports is to be 
found in the large tonnage which both 
and Reading draw from 
the steel mills and the part the Central 
Baltimore & Ohio have played in 
moving the heavy crops to market.

SEATTLE, Wash.—W. R. Bayers and 
EK. K. Body, two eastern men long con- 
nected with the sardine packing indus- 
tries of the Maine coast, and who re- 
eently returned from a trip through 
southeastern Alaska waters, are in Se- 
attle endeavoring to interest local capi- 
tal in a project on Behm canal, near 
I\etchikan, Alaska. 

In these waters they have found an 
excellent run of small herring which 
they declare far superior in quality and 
numbers to anything found on the At- 
lantic seaboard, where is located the 
center of the sardjne canning industry 
of the United States. 

As proposed by these experts, a com- 
plete eanning equipment will be built 
on large scows, which will be towed from 
place to place on the canal, following the 
run .of herring, avoiding the necessity of 
a large eeperent of fishing boats.

COTTON EXPORTS 
FOR NOVEMBER 


NEW YORK—Cotton exports for No- 
vember approximately reached the value 
of $75,000.000. For October the record 
value of $92,551,094 was reached. and 
for September was $54,886,037. For the 
first three months of the cotton year 
exports aggregated $222,437 ,131. 

This is the largest credit which ex- 
ports of cotton have given to the inter- 
national trade statement for the corres- 
ponding period in any year. The annual 
value of exports for 1910 wilt probably 
reach $475,000,000. Already there have 
been shipped out of the country 3,000,000 
bales within the new crop period. Foreign 
spinning interests are taking cotton 
freely and are bent on providing them- 
selves with raw materials to métt the 
improved outlook for their fabrics in 
the foreign market. 


PREFERRED STOCK 
TO BE RETIRED 


Directors of the Intercontinental Rubber 
Company at their December meeting will 
vote to retire $500,000 preferred stock, 
leaving $1,500,000 outstanding. On Octo- 
ber last preferred was reduced to $2,-

Despite the fact that rumors were 
current to the effect that the Denver &

Net earnings for the same period 
increased $1,251,000, or over 20 per cent, 
while the surplus applicable to dividends 
amounted to $4,041,000, an increase of 
$1,104,000, or 37 per cent over the pre- 
vious vear. Including uncollected ac- 
ecrued interest on the Western Pacific’s 
second mortgage bonds held by the Den- 
ver & Rio Grande, which the company 
charged in its income account, dividends 
were earned with a surplus of $1,152,000 
to spare. 

Yenver & Rio Grande’s earnings, have 
shown a material decline, since the close 
of the 1910 fiscal year, as compared with 
a year ago. The road’s gross earnings 
for the three months ended Sept. 30, 
have shown a small increase, but sur- 
plus earnings decreased $122,000 or nearly

The Saco & Pettee Machine Shops, 
predecessor to the Saco-Pettee Com- 
pany, is paying a dividend of $30 per 
share in liquidation of the eld company. 
This is the third dividend of $30 which 
has been paid in liquidation of Saco & 
Pettee Machine Shops, representing total 
payments of $90 per share. According 
to the annual statement of the company 
it is figured that it should liquidate alto- 
gether at around $200 per share. 

The Saco & Pettee Machine Shops pre- 
sents a curious instance of a company 
reorganized in part at least for the rea- 
son that it was surfeited with money. | 
The old company, which was capitalized 
at $1,200,000 (of which $400,000 was pre- 
ferred stock), retired the $400,000 pre- 
ferred stock at $110 per share last June. 
This made total cash payments of $440,- 
000 to preferred holders. Largely as a 
measure of distribution of further sur- 
plus assets the company was then reor- 
ganized as the Saco-Pettee Company, 
with provision for liquidation of those 
surplus assets. The new company, cap- 
italized at $1,600,000, received from the 
Saco-Pettee Machine Company raw ma- 
terials on hand, investments in other 
companies, real estate and machinery, 
and $100,000 cash to ruh the business. 
The remaining assets were segregated 
and liquidated for the benefit of stock- 
holders. 


COOPERATIVE 
BANK INTEREST 


The Volunteer Cooperative Bank of 
Boston will this month make a distri- 
bution to shareholders from surplus ac- 
count sufficient to.raise the 1910 dis- 
14 per cent, compared with 
5 per cent in previous years. 

This is the first bank in Boston to 
make a distribution from surplus ac- 
count and the only Boston bank to 
pay over 5 per cent interest this year. 
Cooperative banks distribute and com- 
pound interest every three months. 

There are about 150 cooperative banks 
in Massachusetts with deposits in excess 
of $56,000,000.

October Shipments. Fall Off 


Because Season Had Early 


Start and Heavy Traffic Took Place in Summet 
Months—Year’s Total Will Be Large. 


WASHINGTON — Commercial move- 
ments on the Great lakes during October, 
as measured by the volume of shipments 
between domestic lake ports, reported to 
the bureau of statistics of the depart- 
ment of commerce and Jabor, totaled 
10,649,287 short tons, compared with 12, 
018,212 short tons shipped during Oc- 
tober, 1909. 

Owing to the earlier start in lake 
navigation durifig the present season and 
the heavier shipments during the earlier 
summer months, the season record for 
the 10 months of 78,844,640 short tons 
shipped, exceeds by far the correspond- 
ing 1909 figures of 69,078,365 short tons, 
as well as the earlier record figures for 
1907 of 73,413.990 short tons. 


If the shipments for the coming two 
months reach a total of only 8,000,000 
tons, as against 11,900,000 tons shipped 
during the corresponding period last 
year, the total shipments for the season 
will be in the neighborhood of 87,000,000 
tons, or about 3,500,000 tons in excess of 
the 1907 record total. 

The decline in the monthly figures of 
lake shipments is due largely to the 
smaller quantity of ore shipped during 
the month from the upper lake ports. 
This quantity was 4,766,531 long tons, 
compared with 6,496,003 long tons for 
October, 1909. Of the monthly total over 
52 per cent was shipped from Duluth- 
Superior, over 20 per cent from Two 
Harbors and over 12 per cent from Es- 
canaba. Port deliveries of ore during 
the month aggregated 5,101,259 long tons, 
of which almost 85 per cent is credited 
to Lake Erie ports and the rest to Lake 
Michigan ports. The season receipts of 
iron ore to the end of October are stated 
as 38,388,162 long tons, compared with 
34,569,354 long tons received during the 
corresponding period in 1909. Of the total 
over 82 per cent was unloaded at Lake 
Erie ports and the rest at Lake Michi- 
gan ports. 

The Chicago district including Gary 
and Indiana Harbor, received, for the 10 
months of the present season, a total of 
6,499,443 long torts, as against 5,999,469 
long tons in 1909. It is noteworthy that 
the 10 months receipts at Gary for the 
present year, 1,677,943 long tons, show 
a decrease as compared with the 1909 
figures, while those at the other two 
ports show substantial increases. 

The October shipments of hard coal, 
chiefly from Buffalo, Erie and Oswego, 
aggregated 532,119 short tons. The sea- 
son shipments to the end of October are 
stated as 3,570,553 short tons, the larg- 
est total for the period ever reported to 
the bureau. Of the total receipts for 
the season about one third is credited to 
Duluth-Superior; the other large reciv- 
ing ports of this article being Chicago 
and Milwaukee. The October shipments 
of soft coal, 2,554,114 short tons, were 
also unusually heavy, apparently in an- 
ticipation of an early closing of naviga- 
tion during the present season. The 
largest shipping ports for the season m 
the order of their importance were Ash- 
tabula, Toledo, Cleveland and Lorain, 
which are credited with over 75 per cent 
of the total 10 months’ shipments of 16,- 
short tons. Of the season re- 
ceipts, 15,909,916 short tons, about 54 per 
cent, is credited to Lake Superior ports 
and over 40 per cent to Lake Michigan 
ports. 

The lumber shipments for the month, 
139,010,000 feet, were considerably 
lighter than during the summer months 
and show a loss of about 15,000,000 feet 
as compared with corresponding 1909 fig- 
ures. Shipments to the end of October 
aggregated 1,061,606,000 feet, compared 
with 988,537,000 feet shipped in 1909, 
It is noteworthy that of the two prin- 
cipal receiving ports, Chicago and North

There is always romance in railroad- 
ing, and when the scene is laid in the 
mountain passes of New Mexico, with a 
dash of Arizona and Texas, romance loses 
nothing from high altitudes, the flavor of 
the Spanish occupation and the Indian 
civilization that went before it.

Yet it is no single story of an individual 
career, as its title might imply.

A 
part of, the material has appeared previ- 
ously in Scribners, or the Railroad-Man’s 
Magazine, but the present form is by 
no means marred thereby. Anybody who 
would be interested .to ride the sunlit 
crags and passes of the southwestern 
mountains in the cab of a locomotive, 
feeling the exhilaration of the heights 
along with some of the hazards of the 
grades, will find this volume a fascina- 
tion.

But the central figure of the tale is the 
Indian missionary and the motive is 
love for the red man and an honest 
desire to show not only the errors which 
this government made in handling the 
red men, but that ignorance and mis- 
understanding on both sides were chiefly 
responsible for the trouble. 

So generous a purpose as that which 
animates this book might cover more 
literary weaknesses than are to be found 
here. The book is well written and the 
character drawing is very good, if the 
types are somewhat hackneyed. The fig- 
ure of Running Bird is, however, one of 
the most charming among the romantic 
-portraits of the young Indian with which 
we are familiar. The book certainly has 
a work to do in setting the American 
people thinking in these days when the 
same questions of the Indian lands are 
before the public. The book is prefaced 
by a section of the treaty of Laramie, 
dated 1868, wherein the promises of the 

United States to. its Indian wards are 
' clearly set forth. The story shows how 
these promises were broken and how the 
great father at Washington kept bad 
faith with the savages who expected bet- 
ter things of him.

“The Hundred Worst Books” further 
carries out the friendly purposes of this 
volume. The gist of this essay seems to 
be that there are few really bad books— 
from the literary standpoint, Dr. Croth- 
ers is careful to explain, not the moral. 
For a book which makes you angry and 
scornful cannot be classed among the 
Hundred Worst. It has done something 
to you, has awakened reactions, and this 
is -the real purpose of literature, as 
Dr. Crothers sees it: He says: 

“The test, of really poor w riting is that 
it awakens no mental reactions.” The 
secret is out. To be unredeemedly dull 
is the literary high crime. So Dr. Crothers 
starts his list of the Worst Books 
with a tract issued by a religious society 
of London 50 years since entitled “Our 
Domestic Fowls.” The society had re- 
solved to publish one volume a month 
“adapted to the growing intellience of 
the times.” The series was to be “orig- 
inal, scriptural, popular, portable and 
economical.” The. more attractive sub- 
jects, thinks Dr. Crothers, had already 
been treated by other writers, “The Life 
of Julius Caesar,” “The Wild Flowers,” 
“The Solar System,” “Self-Improvement” 
and the like. So there was nothing for 
the author of this tract to handle but 
the domestic fowl, which he purposed 
to treat in the same original, scriptural, 
portable and economical style as the 
rest.

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The Spider as a Servant 


Few persons regard a spider as a 
skilled worker, but such it is, and the 
product of its labor, the web, is abso- 
lutely necessary in the manufacturing 
of certain delicate instruments used by 
surveyors, architects and astronomers, 
says a, writer in the Los Angeles Ex- 
press. 

The spider spins its web upon an open 
triangular frame about 15 inches high 
and with 65-inch sides. 

The successful operation of the spider 
depends upon skilful direction of & man 
experienced in the business. The insect 
worker is placed upon ‘its director’s hand 
at one corner of the triangular base of 
the frame, care being taken to hold the 
spider’s legs firmly because the insect 
‘sometimes is in a disagreeable maod, 
and, if in control of its legs, will kick 
a great deal of valuable web to piacee: 
in’an instart. | 

The spider then begins to spin and the 
man ‘bolting it moves: his, hand slong, 
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 watkii about three eighths of an inch 


higher up, the frame soon is covered 
from top to bottom with webs. 

By means of a wire instrument, 
ends of which are covered with shellac, 
the web is then removed. 

The shellac hardens, holding the web, 
which afterward is transferred to small 
parts of instruments called cross-wires, 
which are necessary in order to ascer- 
tain exact distances without actual meas- 
urement. 

There is nothing which can take the 
place of spiderwebs for the uses to 
which they are put, as nothing similar in 
general characteristics is fine enough ex- 
cept platinum, the excessive cost of 
which renders its usage impracticable. 

The ordinary spiderweb is one thou- 
sandth of an inch in diameter, * while 
the finest are only one millionth of an 
inch thick.

to the full the wisdom of her leadership. ‘You can well afford,” she 
wrote, nineteen years ago, to the Massachusetts Metaphysical College 
Association, “to give me up since you have in my last revised edition 
of Science and Health vour teacher and guide.” In this way, as she 
has said, in perhaps the best known of her hymns, those to whom her 
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teaching has shown the truth may continue not merely to follow but 
to rejoice. 

For many years, in the retirement in which she lived, Mrs. Inddy 
has accustomed her followers to lean on God rather than on her, and 
so to learn to do without that personal leadership the world commonly 
demands. ‘The future of the Christian Science movement will prove 
how unerring was her judgment in this as in every other matter which 
became her care. She said, writing some vears ago in the Senti- 
nel, in the issue of May 23, 1901, “Science ‘and Health makes it 
plain to all Christian Scientists that the manhood and womanhood of 
God have already been revealed in a degree through Christ Jesus and 
Christian Science, his two witnesses. What remains to lead on the 
centuries and reveal my successor, is man in the image and likeness 
of the Father-Mother God, man the generic term for mankind.” 

In her retirement Mrs. Eddy worked for the cause of humanity 
with the same untiring selflessness with which in the earlier days of 
her discovery she had worked to heal its physical infirmities. Her 
followers will continue to prove their understanding of her teaching 
by that unity of thought and purpose through which alone they can 
prove their gratitude, ‘and demonstrate, as she taught them, the heal- 
ing power of the Christ. :

~ which Republicans will fill the leading parts, 
In ere the country again changes the cast, the 
scene promises more than ordinary interest. 
[t is but reasonable to presume that as soon 
as the Presidents message and program 
shall be received and appropriately referred, 
and the House shall have settled down to 
work, the leaders on both sides will direct their efforts toward the 
shaping of things for the Sixty-second Congress. 

To what degree the President's recommendations shall receive 
encouragement and support will depend upon the temper of. the 
radical element of his own party. It this element shall enter upon 
a campaign of antagonism to the administration it will experience 
no difficulty in obtaining aid and comfort from the Democrats. 
The latter, naturally, will be only too willing to assist in bringing 
about conditions which will make the carrying through Oot any 
party legislation proposed by the President impossible. On the other 
hand, if the Republicans of both factions shall unite they mav 
succeed in putting through during this short session numerous meas- 
ures along corrective and constructive lines, the enactment of some 
of which would have the effect of taking wind from the Democratic 
sails. 

In addition to the regular message, the President will submit 
at least one special message, and it is possible that later in the 
session he may deem it necessary to communicate with Congress 
again. In this first special message the report of the board of 
engineers appointed to examine irrigation and reclamation projects 
will be embodied. This topic removed from the regular message 
leaves the latter free to deal fully with matters held over in the 
long session. With many of these measures the public has become 
familiar, and, in the fate of one of them at least, there 1s some- 
thing bordering upon extraordinary popular interest. This is the 
merchant marine subsidy bill. Involving as it does a question as 
to the future policy of the country toward its shipping interests, at 
a time when it is approaching the completion of a water highway 
for the commerce of the world, the proposition to restore the flag 
to its old prestige on the seas is one which neither the outgoing 
nor the incoming party can afford to treat lightly. 

It is not, from present appearances, probable that the tariff 
will be given much consideration at this session. The majority 
will attempt to prevent discussion of the main question, even when 
the question of providing means for carrying on the work of the 
tarifi board shall come up. This is a matter with which the Demo- 
crats will be called upon to deal when they shall have assumed 
control of the House. Federal incorporation, however, may receive 
more attention than is promised at present. Waterway legislation 
will be fought for by the middle western representatives. Naval 
reorganization may obtain the consideration the secretary 1s hoping 
for. But the appropriation bills will demand a great deal of time, 
and there should be some disposition from the start to crowd nec- 
essary business through, lest the three months’ session result mainly 
in piling up unfinished business to clog the way for the Democrats 
in the regular session of next winter.

EVIDENTLY the President’s message this year will not take first 
place among those noted for their brevity, but it may. contain a good 
deal more areereaation. 
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reality it 1s very important that if the House of Governors is to 
become the useful agency it promises to be it shall get down to 
a basis calculated to inspire the country with respect and confidence. 
The right view to take of the annual meetings of the executives 
of the several states is that the conferences are of the most serious 
import. The House of Governors is regarded by many thinking 
people as probably the last barrier between state independence and 
federal centralization. If the states will not act upon matters plainly 
within their province, the nation will act for them, and governors 
as well as legislatures will soon be stripped of the powers which 
today give them dignity and entitle them to national consideration. 

To the extent that the House of Governors may be the means 
of bringing about such changes and reforms in the present methods 
of state government as shall render federal interference in state 
affairs unnecessary, its meetings deserve the most respectful public 
attention. It is gratifying that steps have been taken to insure the 
gatherings against influences which, no matter how friendly and 
how cordial, could operate only to defeat their ends.

The only excuse which 
this country had for interference with Spanish administration in 
Cuba was that Spain did not succeed in creating or in maintaining 
these conditions. The only excuse this country can have at any time 
for ‘meddling in the affairs of its continental neighbors is that their 
governments may tolerate conditions that disturb or threaten to 
disturb its peace or to harm its interests. There has hardly been 
a moment since Portirio Diaz secured the presidency in 1877 when 
he has not kept this well in view. He has not only been anxious 
to avoid giving any excuse to the United States for meddling in the 
aftairs of his government, but he has taken great pains to keep 
other governments well informed of this fact. In his message he 
declares in -no uncertain langué ige that ““Mexico belongs definitely 
to the group of new nations of assured stability, because against 
the firm guarantee of peace which we possess, no influence tending 
toward its‘dissolution can now or ever shall be able to prevail.” 

Not so much the character or the strength of the recent uprising 
as the circumstance that it occurred at a time when a great change 
in the personal direction of the affairs of the republic might reason- 
ably be expected soon, led here and elsewhere to the entertainment 
of doubts with regard, at least, to the immediate future of the 
republic. The Diaz message is intended, unquestionably, as a pro- 
test against all conclusions Tased upon these doubts. Regent events 
will render his assurance of stability for the governinent which he 
has established acceptable at more than their face value, for they 
prove that the determining factor in Mexico's tuture is no longer 
the man Diaz, but, rather, ‘the ability of the Diaz system of govern- 
nent to perpetuate itself.

A casual glance at the table of contents of a recent number 
of the report shows the variety of subjects offered and the geograph- 
ical range of the information. For instance, Consul Greene writes 
from Harbin about the commercial progress in northern Manchuria. 
The cotton goods trade, Japanese influence, the chance of the Amer- 
ican exporter to compete successfully, are a few’ items covered. 
From Valparaiso Consul Winslow gives figures touching the salt 
production of Chile. One of the Argentine consulates furnishes 
important information about the meat situation in that re- 
public. From St. John, N. B., comes something about the lumber 
business. Horse-shoeing in Abyssinia is a consular. contribution 
from Adis Ababa. The olive oil outlook in the Mediterranean. 
countries, postoffices on, Japanese steamers and bankruptcy statistics 
of Germany are features discussed at length in the report. From 
day to day, and from month to month, a competitive record of the 
world’s commertial activities is laid before the ‘American manu fact- 
urer and exporter. : 

It cannot have escaped notice that where, as frequeiitly happens 
in countries less ‘advanced than the United States, local disturbances 
endanger commercial conditions or American investments the con- 
sular report is the authentic information which the state department 
has at its command.. Conflicting statements circulating in the imme- 
diate territories dre first investigated thoroughly, and the respective 
consul then wires as quickly and as completely what he believes to 
be the facts. 

That the consular office is gradually becoming a post sought 
by men of high ability 1s now an “established fact. “Political prefer- 
ment is gradually losing its importance. Party affiliation is no 
longer considered of supreme consequence where it becomes the 
question of the best man for the best place. It is but a step from 
the consular office ,to the diplomatic service, and iff graduating 
from the one into the other the incumbent is placed at an advantage, 
just as the commercial interests are bést served’ where the repre- 
sentative abroad has had a business training to aid him when it 
becomes a question of negotiation. Treaties, as a matter of fact, 
relate to business, and the diplomatist who is also a business man 
as a rule can view situations from a business standpoint.

This action at Mt. Holyoke would have attained less general 
significance but for the fact that it ‘follows inv estigation not only 
of society conditions there, but also those at other women’s colleges, 
and consideration of all the arguments advanced in opposition to 
the organizations. Apparently the joint committee found: little to 
be said in favor of them, ‘for consideration of plans for- -reconstruc- 
tion of the societies brought about the «lea of abolishment. Yet 
the investigation conducted on behalf of Mt. Holyoke does not 
mean that the committee which made inquiries for that college 
decided that the secret society is of no benefit anywhere. Perhaps 
the reason why it has not succeeded. at Mt. Holyoke is in part the 
comparatively small number of students there. For in 1909 they 
numbered 750, whereas there were 1300 at W ellesley and 1600 eat 
Smith College. It may be noted that these figures are smaller than 
the attendance at some high schools, and that any arguments used | 
for the abolishment of secret societies at Mt. Holyoke might be 
construed to cover the same kind of organizations in any educational 
institution of small numerical size. 

On the other hand, Wellesley College has set about reforming 
its secret societies instead of abolishing them. Popularity has been 
eliminated as a consideration in electing members, gnd academic 
standing will count hereafter. Study, rather than sociability, is 
to be the aim there, and the experiment will be watched generally. 
But Wellesley’s attendance is more than two thirds larger than that 
of Mt. Holyoke, and abolishment of secret societies’ there may 
prove as efficacious as it would. in most of the high schools. It is 
coming tobe. generally conceded that:the atmosphere of exclusive- 
ness and the lack of constructiveness characterizing many of the | 
age or school secret pocietem: 8 a.
